Those who work and play 
downtown may notice an in¬ 
creased police presence on 
Jasper Avenue. 

Numbers of beat officers 
vary throughout the city, and 
in the past there have been 
two teams of two officers ro¬ 
tating shifts in each of five 
downtown beats, covering 
the areas of 107 Avenue, 118 
Avenue, City Centre East, City 
Centre West and Jasper Av¬ 
enue. 

Last month, the Jasper Av¬ 
enue team was expanded to 
eight constables and will in¬ 
crease by another eight come 
December.

Death of son 
‘obviously 
devastating’: 
Father 


The city’s 17th homicide 
victim of the year was a “good- 
natured, quiet boy,” according 
to his father. 

Edmonton police confirmed 
Tuesday that Michael Motiuk, 
22, was stabbed to death early 
Monday during what witnesses 
described as an altercation at a 
house party in the Torbay Point 
townhouse complex in Mill 
Woods. 

His father, Terry Motiuk, 
was on his way to Edmonton 
Tuesday morning from the 
United Arab Emirates, where 
he is the vice-chancellor at Abu 
Dhabi University. 

“It’s obviously devastat¬ 
ing,” he said via phone. “It’s 
unnatural for a father to have 
to bury his son.” 

Terry last saw Michael three 
weeks ago during a visit to 
Edmonton. 

“The last thing I remember 
telling him was that I love 
him,” he said through tears. 
“And I’m so glad I did that.” 

Michael had been work¬ 
ing and living with one of his 
brothers, said Teriy, noting 
he had “rough patches” as a 
teenager but was “showing 
maturity and just getting on 
with his life.” 

“I hope these idiots, these 
murderers, get persecuted to 
the fullest extent the law will 
allow,” said Terry. “And let 
them be reminded every day 
the fatal actions they’ve taken.” 

A number of witnesses 
were taken from the scene 
and questioned, but police said 
Monday they have no suspects 
in custody.

McCann murders. Suspect 
in deaths of St. Albert 
couple reserves plea 


Travis Vader reserved his plea 
Tuesday in an Edson court¬ 
room during an appearance 
on two counts of first-degree 
murder in the deaths of Lyle 
and Marie McCann. 

The McCanns, in their 
70s, disappeared in July 2010 
while driving from St. Albert 
to B.C. Vader was a suspect a 
short while later, and official¬ 
ly charged this past April. 

He has reserved his plea 
multiple times. 

He will be back in court 
Aug. 21.

Enforcement. Province 
issues thousands of 
tickets over long weekend 


Thousands of tickets were 
handed out throughout Al¬ 
berta over the long weekend, 
according to the province. 

Of the 5,140 tickets issued, 
3,556 were for speeding, 35 
were for impaired driving, 29 
were 24-hour suspensions for 
alcohol or drug use, and 38 
were for distracted driving. 

A total of 881 charges 
were laid on drivers travel¬ 
ling on Highway 63 alone, 
including 665 speeding vio¬ 
lations. According to a prov¬ 
incial release, 16 new RCMP 
and Alberta traffic sheriffs 


will be dedicated to Highway 
63 and the surrounding area 
by early 2013. 

Resource enforcement of¬ 
ficers were also monitoring 
camping grounds and public 
recreation areas. 

In total, 201 charges were 
issued for violations related 
to the Fisheries Act, and 68 
for parks-related offences, 
such as noise com- 
plaints.

Edmonton police are asking 
“Beliebers” to not believe 
everything they hear and 
see when purchasing Justin 
Bieber tickets online. 

Two cases of scamming 
have been reported, and EPS 
expect more. 

Det. Dave Radmanovich 
said transactions are usually 
done with cash through sites 
such as Kijiji and Craigslist, 
and that most people don’t 
know tickets are fraudulent 
until the event. 

Melissa Gingell fell vic¬ 
tim to the scam in early 
June when buying tickets 
for her 10-year-old daugh-

Gingell drove to Edmon¬ 
ton from Lloydminster to 
meet a woman who was 
selling four tickets for $480. 
Gingell knew the tickets 
weren’t real when she saw 
them, but when she ques¬ 
tioned the woman, she ran 
off with the money. 

“Ocean looked at me dev¬ 
astated and said, ‘We aren’t 
going to Justin Bieber, are 
we?”’ said Gingell. 

Radmanovich said it is 
important to know the per¬ 
son selling the tickets, and 
to make sure tickets are real 
before paying for them.

Drunk driving 


July sets record 
for calls to 
Curb the Danger 

More people reported drunk 
driving in July than any 
other month in the history 
of Curb the Danger, accord¬ 
ing to Edmonton police. 

EPS intercepted more 
than 250 impaired drivers 


in July thanks to 777 calls 
from concerned citizens. 

Police issued 83 impaired 
charges, 14 24-hour suspen¬ 
sions, and sent 50 letters to 
vehicle owners last month. 

“Edmontonians are the 
driving force behind help¬ 
ing police catch suspected 
impaired drivers,” said Staff 
Sgt. Bariy Maron of EPS Traf¬ 
fic Section in a release. 

“It is the citizens of our 
city that are dedicated to 


keeping our roads safe.” 

Since January, there have 
been 4,459 calls to Curb the 
Danger. 

Police remind residents 
that it’s legal to call 911 
while driving to report 
impaired driving, metro

Anglers can’t 
take fish from 
oil spill river in 
central Alberta 

Anglers won’t be able to 
keep fish from one of Al¬ 
berta’s most popular rivers 
while the government 
studies the effects of a 


major pipeline spill. 

The catch-and-release 
restriction on the Red Deer 
River effective Tuesday is to 
remain for the rest of this 
season and possibly into 
the next, said Dave Ealey of 
Alberta Environment. 

Plains Midstream says 
water quality in the river 
has returned to near normal 
and the impact on wildlife 
has been minimal. 

Ealey said scientists 


want to determine if there 
are any changes to the age 
distribution of fish popula¬ 
tions.

Halifax father 
sentenced. Baby had 
27 rib fractures and 
suffered injuries 
to every long bone in 
her body, Crown says 




Shortly before his sentence 
was read, Ashiqur Rahman 
maintained his innocence in 
the death of his seven-week- 
old daughter. 

“I have been and will al¬ 
ways be sorry for failing to 
save my daughter,” he told a 
Halifax court. 

He was found guilty of 
manslaughter and aggravated 
assault in June for slapping, 
shaking and tossing the baby. 

On Tuesday at the Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court, Judge 
Felix Cacchione sentenced 
Rahman to six years and six 
months for the manslaughter 
of Aurora Breakthrough in 


July 2009. 

Rahman was given double 
credit for the time he spent 
in pretrial custody, which 
equals two years and three 
months. 

The Crown was looking 
for at least 10 years, arguing 


at least five separate inci¬ 
dents of assault meant a pat¬ 
tern of aggression. 

But Cacchione said he be¬ 
lieved each outburst was a 
spontaneous loss of control. 

Cacchione said Rahman, 
who was 23 at the time of

his daughter’s death, was 
immature, selfish and was 
driven by a desire to become 
a successful businessman — 
which clouded his ability to 
be compassionate and car¬ 
ing. 

“He’s an intelligent and 
capable young man and will 
be punished for what he did,” 
Cacchione said. 

At trial Rahman said an 
undiagnosed birth defect 
caused her death, but Crown 
attorney Denise Smith said 
outside court the baby suf¬ 
fered several internal injur¬ 
ies including 27 rib fractures, 
extensive brain damage, and 
injuries to every long bone in 
her body. 


Authorities are releasing 
more details about the hor¬ 
rific death of yet another 
Canadian while on vacation 
in Mexico. 

The latest victim — iden¬ 
tified as Duane Joseph Lang, 
46, of Regina — was stabbed 
23 times in an apartment in 
Puerto Vallarta, police said

ago.

A day after Page strode into 
a Sikh temple with a 9mm 
handgun and multiple maga¬ 
zines of ammunition, author¬ 
ities were trying to determine 
if the 40-year-old Army veteran 
was talcing his own advice 
when he opened fire on total 
strangers in a house of wor¬ 
ship.

Russia Anti-

Prosecutors on Tuesday called 
for three-year sentences for 
the members of a feminist 
punk band who performed 
an anti-Vladimir Putin stunt 
in Moscow’s main cathedral, 
ignoring demands by human 
rights groups that the three 
women be set free. 

Defence lawyers and an 
influential Russian Orthodox 
cleric warned that jail time 
for the women could backfire 
by severing trust between 
ordinary Russians and the 
country’s institutions. 

Prosecutor Alexander Niki¬ 
forov portrayed his request as 
lenient, saying the recommen¬ 
dation takes into account the 
fact that two of the defend¬ 
ants are young mothers and 
that they have good character 
references. 

The hooliganism charges 
the three women of the Pussy 
Riot band face can carry a 
sentence of up to seven years 
in prison. 

The three women have 
been in custody for five 
months following the Febru- 
aiy stunt, in which they took 
over a church pulpit in Christ 
the Savior cathedral for less 
than a minute, singing, high- 
kicking and dancing. 

Their case is part of a 
widening government crack¬ 
down on dissent that followed 
Putin’s election in March 
and caused strong protests 
in Russia and abroad. Musi¬ 
cians including Madonna, the 
Who’s Pete Townshend and 
Neil Tennant of the Pet Shop 
Boys have urged their release. 

The verdict is expected this 
week. 

The defendants have said 
their goal was to express their 
resentment over Russian 
Orthodox Church Patriarch 
Kirill’s support for Putin’s 
rule. But prosecutors have 
insisted throughout the trial 
that there were no political 
motives behind the perform¬ 
ance. 

Band members say they 
did not mean to hurt anyone’s 
religious feelings when they 
performed the “punk prayer.”

The relentless exodus from 
Syria intensified Tuesday as 
withering gunfire sent scores 
of people spilling into Turkey. 

More than 1,300 Syrians 
fled to Turkey overnight. 

Meanwhile, rebels defiant 
as ever tried to expand their 
hold inside Syria’s largest 
city, Aleppo. 

“They have Satan on their 
side, we have God on ours,” 
one rebel shouted. 


President Bashar Assad 
met in Damascus with a top 
envoy from ally Iran and was 
seen on TV for the first time 
in three weeks. He vowed to 
fight on “relentlessly.” 

Aleppo-based activists said 
clashes were going on Tues¬ 
day near the historic city cen¬ 
tre. That suggests the rebels 
were making some inroads in 
Aleppo, about 40 kilometres 
from the Turkish border. 

A Turkish government of¬ 
ficial said 1,328 Syrian refu¬ 
gees had crossed the border 
by mid morning — nearly 
double the number of refu¬ 
gees who reached Turkey on 
Monday. 

Close to 48,000 Syrians 
have now found refuge in 
Turkey, which has served as a 
staging ground for the rebels. 


In South Africa, U.S. Secre- 
taiy of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton predicted Assad’s re¬ 
gime is quickly unravelling, 
with high-level defections 
such as his prime minister’s 
switch to the rebel side. 

She urged international 
leaders to begin work on a 
“good transition plan” to try 
to keep Syria from collapsing 
into more chaos after Assad. 

“I am not going to put a 


timeline on it. I can’t possibly 
predict it, but I know it’s 
going to happen as do most 
observers around the world,” 
Clinton told reporters. 

In Geneva, the World 
Health Organization said the 
fighting has severely hit Syr¬ 
ia’s health services, including 
the closure of pharmaceutical 
plants and leaving critical 
shortages of vital medicines.

The returning Iraqis 
have been joined by some 
3,600 Syrians who have 
crossed into Iraq since 
July 23, when Baghdad 
said it is opening its west¬ 
ern borders to refugees. 

The influx represents 
a stark turnaround from 
the bloody years following 
the 2003 U.S.-led invasion 
of Iraq, when waves of 
refugees fled in the op¬ 
posite direction. 

More than a million 
Iraqis fled to Syria to 
escape widespread sectar¬ 
ian fighting during the 
worst of violence in their 
homeland between 2005 
and 2007. 

Syria was hosting as 
many as 87,000 Iraqi refu¬ 
gees as recently as May.

Air traffic. Losses 
expected to continue 
for Air Canada when it 
reports third-quarter 
results on Wednesday 


Air Canada saw a greater per¬ 
centage of empty seats on its 
flights last month compared 
with a year ago as traffic on 
Canada’s largest airline slipped 
more than it cut capacity. 

The Montreal-based com¬ 
pany reported Tuesday that its 
system load factor for July was 
85.9 per cent, down from 86.4 
per cent a year ago. In contrast, 
Calgaiy-based rival Westjet Air¬ 
lines posted a record load fac¬ 
tor in July, with improvements 
in all key performance meas¬ 
ures compared with July 2011. 

Air Canada’s lower load 
factor came as traffic fell 1.1 
per cent and capacity was cut 
0.5 per cent compared with a 
year ago. Still, the result was 
“close to last year’s record load 
factor for the same month and 


underscores our continued 
disciplined approach to man¬ 
aging capacity,” Air Canada 
president and chief executive 
Calin Rovinescu said. 

Air Canada said the load 
factor on its U.S. and trans¬ 
atlantic flights dropped to 80.1 
per cent and 87.5 per cent re¬ 
spectively, down from 81.2 per 
cent and 89.5 per cent. 

Domestic flights improved 
their load factor to 84 per cent, 
up from 83.1 per cent a year 


ago, while flights across the 
Pacific improved to 91.5 per 
cent from 91.2 per cent. 

Air Canada will report its 
third-quarter results Wednes¬ 
day. 

The airline is expected to 
lose one cent per share on $3 
billion of revenues, compared 
with a loss of 20 cents per 
share on $2.9 billion of rev¬ 
enue a year ago, according to 
analysts polled by Thomson 
Reuters, the Canadian press

Writer Robert Ludlum died 
a year before Jason Bourne, 
his most famous character, 
was brought to life on the big 
screen by Matt Damon. 

He didn’t get to enjoy 
Damon’s take on the action 
hero, but he did see another 
version of The Bourne Iden¬ 
tity and the famous superspy. 


The writer reportedly 
enjoyed the 1988 300-minute, 
two-part made-for-television 
movie of The Bourne Iden¬ 
tity starring mini-series king 
Richard Chamberlain in 
the role Damon later made 
famous. 

Despite a cheeseball love 
scene between Chamberlain 
and co-star Jaclyn Smith the 
TV special (now available on 
DVD) was a faithful adapta¬ 
tion of the first Bourne novel 
and even earned its lead actor 
a Golden Globe nomination. 

These days Ludlum would 
be hard pressed to recognize 
his character, however. 

He wrote the first three 
Bourne books but after his 
death the series was kept 
alive by writer Eric Van Lust- 
bader, who has made slight, 
but noticeable changes to the 
character over the course of 
seven subsequent novels.

Moviegoers may also find 
themselves a tad confused 
this weekend when Jeremy 
Renner takes over the lead 
from Damon in The Bourne 
Legacy. Renner, who beat 
out Jake Gyllenhaal, Michael 
Fassbender, Taylor Kitsch and 
Josh Hartnett for the gig, isn’t 
playing Jason Bourne, but 
a reasonable facsimile — a 
trained assassin brainwashed 
into taking part in covert gov¬ 
ernment activities. 

In Hollywood they call 
that expanding “the fran¬ 


chise mythology.” 

In other words, Damon 
didn’t want to return to the 
franchise but the studio 
still wanted another Bourne 
movie. 

Ludlum’s books — he 
wrote 23 thrillers with sales 
estimated between 290 to 500 
million — have also provided 
the basis for several movies 
without the name Bourne in 
the title. 

The Osterman Weekend 
is a confusing movie about a 
television journalist who be¬ 
comes convinced his friends 
are a threat to national se¬ 
curity. Ludlum apparently 
offered to rewrite the per¬ 
plexing script at no charge, 
but was rejected by the mov¬ 
ie’s producers. 

The result is an entertain¬ 
ing mess the New York Times 
said, “has a kind of hallucina¬ 
tory craziness to it.”

Computer wizardry takes a 
back seat in the upcoming 
children’s flick, ParaNorman. 

Instead of dazzling com¬ 
puter-generated images, if 
you look really closely, you 
might notice that the glob¬ 
ules of spit flying from one 
of the movie’s many zom¬ 
bies are actually little balls 
of dried glue mounted on a 
wire. 

And you surely won’t be 
able to detect that Norman’s 
chubby friend’s belly is lifted 
up and down with an Allen 
key to make it appear to jig¬ 
gle as he runs, through stop- 
motion technology. 

Yes, the makers of this 
high-budget film are making 
use of the same tool as Ilcea 


shoppers worldwide. 

“We work in unorthodox 
ways,” says producer Arianne 
Sutner. 

The Portland-based Lailca 
studio also made the 2009 


children’s film Coraline, 
which was nominated for an 
Academy Award in the ani¬ 
mated feature category. 

“We’re working very 

hands-on, with over 300 art¬ 


ists working with very trad¬ 
itional tools — paint, and 
glue and hammers,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

It’s not that computers 
are absent. But they are used 


in service of the more tactile 
side of the production. The 
thousands of facial expres¬ 
sions that Norman and his 
fellow characters display are 
designed digitally. Instead of 


being rendered out for the 
film, though, they’re printed 
using 3-D printers and at¬ 
tached to the puppets with 
magnets. 

“The process of printing 
has an imperfection to it. 
And once real light hits that, 
it becomes something else 
entirely,” says writer and co¬ 
director Chris Butler. 

“You still can’t beat just 
natural photography,” Sam 
Fell, the movie’s other co-dir¬ 
ector, agrees. 

Norman has approxi¬ 
mately 32,000 faces that fit 
onto his 28 bodies. Animators 
then meticulously position 
the puppets on sets to take a 
picture of every single frame 
in the movie — 24 for every 
second of film. It’s not un¬ 
usual for them to spend an 
entire day shooting less than 
a second’s worth of footage. 

The movie’s about a boy 
who’s different. He sees zom¬ 
bies and ghosts, and he’s the 
target of schoolyard bullies as 
a result. 

It’s a comedy and a horror- 
film satire, and celebrates the 
unconventional.

It’s not easy being Oakland, 
existing in the shadow of 
glamorous San Francisco. But 
this is no ugly stepsister of a 
city. 

It’s true Oakland has 
some big-city blues, includ¬ 
ing a struggle with crime. But 
if you are contemplating a 
quick stopover during a visit 
to that ‘other’ city by the bay, 
Oakland has a lot to offer, 
from elegant neighbourhoods 
and beautiful parks to a thriv¬ 
ing food and arts scene. Not 
to mention balmier weather 
than the big city. 

Getting here from San 
Francisco is as simple as driv¬ 
ing east across the Bay Bridge 
or catching the Richmond or 
Pittsburgh/Bay Point BART 
trains to the 12th or 19th

to do? Here are few things to 
consider. 

Get into a gondola 

You can take a gondola — yes, 


a gondola — ride from the 
Lake Chalet restaurant on 
Lake Merritt, which serves as 
a relaxing oasis near down¬ 
town. Also at the lake are pad¬ 
dle or other boat rentals, res¬ 
taurants and cafes, a jogging 
path and even a bird sanc¬ 
tuary. Catch a movie at the 
Grand Lake Theater at the top 
of the lake, home to a mighty 
Wurlitzer that plays before 
selected shows. Or take in 
the mild thrills of Children’s 
Fairyland, an amusement 
park for the pint-sized set. 

See stars 

Catch a musical act at the 
renovated Fox Theater; see a 
classic movie amid the old- 
time glamour of the Para¬ 
mount Theater; settle in for 
some cool jazz at Yoshi’s Oak¬ 
land. Or go for a different type 
of stellar experience with a 
visit to the Chabot Space & 
Science Center set in the hills 
above the city. 

Stick a fork in it 

For a restaurant with a casual 
vibe, try Plum and adjoin¬ 


ing Plum Bar in the Uptown 
neighbourhood. Reclaimed 
wooden tables and benches 
and an open kitchen set the 
mood here with the focus on 
local products. Another op¬ 
tion is Camino, not far from 
the Grand Lake Theater, where 
local specialties are cooked 
in a wood-fired oven right in 
the dining room. For a chilly 
treat, visit Fenton’s Creamery, 
a hometown favourite that 
just may look familiar. It was 
featured in the movie Up made 
by Pixar, headquartered just 
across the border from Oak¬ 
land in Emeryville. 

Soak in a little history 

The USS Potomac, a Coast 
Guard cutter that became 
FDR’s “Floating White 
House,” had a rough time of it 
after Roosevelt’s death. After 
passing through the hands of 
a number of owners, it was 
seized in San Francisco in 
connection with drug smug¬ 
gling and sank after being 
impounded. Left to rot on an 
estuary, the ship was rescued 
in the nick of time from be¬ 


coming scrap and was pains¬ 
takingly restored. You can 
take a dockside tour, take a 
cruise or even charter the ves¬ 
sel yourself. 

Hit the urban wine scene 

Visit wine country, minus the 
country. Oakland is home to 
a number of urban wineries, 
many of them scattered along 
decidedly unromantic Fourth 
Street. You won’t find vistas of 
sweeping greenery here but 
you may encounter some en¬ 
thusiastic vintners and inter¬ 
esting wines. Of note, Dashe 
Cellars, producer of some 
standout zinfandels. 

Lonely Planet HQ 

One of the world’s biggest 
travel guidebook publishers, 
Lonely Planet, happens to 
have its U.S. headquarters in 
Oakland. And where do these 
world travellers go for fun 
after work when they don’t 
want to stray too far from 
the office?

JOSE MARTI PARK: While 
it’s physically located in 
Tampa’s historic Ybor City, 
this tiny park is really part of 
Cuba. Named after the revo¬ 
lutionary who helped oust 
the Spanish out of Cuba in 
1900 who also spent time in 
Florida, the land was bought 
by a couple in the 1950s to 
honour the man himself. The 
couple gave the land to Cuba 
— but Fidel Castro took over 
the country a few years later. 
To this day, property records 
show that the owner of the 
0.14-acre park is the “Cubano 
Estado,” or “Cuban State.” 

^TEDDY’S TAMPA: In 1898, 
Zbefore he was president, 
Col. Teddy Roosevelt once 
stayed in Tampa on his way 
to fight the Spanish-American 
War in Cuba. He and the 
First United States Volunteer 
Cavalry — also known as the 
Rough Riders — bivouacked 
and planned the invasion 
at the Tampa Bay Hotel, an 
ornate structure with silver 
minarets built by a railroad 
magnate. The building is now 
part of the campus of the 
University of Tampa. 

MAFIA CEMETERY: Did you 
watch the movie Donnie 
Brasco? Remember how Don¬ 
nie and Sonny Black met up

with famed mobster Santo 
Trafficante Jr., the mafia 
boss of Florida and Cuba? In 
Tampa, you can see Traf- 
ficante’s final resting place 
at the L’Unione Italiana Cem¬ 
etery in Ybor City. Trafficante 
died in 1987 at a Houston 
hospital after a triple bypass. 

SUNSET BEACH: Almost all 
of the Tampa-area beaches 
are located west of the city 
in Pinellas County, and all of 
them are gorgeous. But one 
of the nicest and most seclud¬ 
ed is Sunset Beach, nestled at 
the tip of a small beach city 
named Treasure Island. There 
are few businesses on this 


part of the barrier island but 
it’s mostly homes and condos. 

— ST. PETERSBURG WATER¬ 
-FRONT: Downtown Tampa 
is mostly concrete and steel, 
but across the bay is a kinder, 
gentler cityscape. You can 
stroll along parks and the 
waterfront between the his¬ 
toric, Mediterranean-revival 
Vinoy Renaissance Resort and 
Golf Club and the new, eye¬ 
popping Salvador Dali Mu¬ 
seum. Pass by the Museum of 
Fine Arts, a marina, a yacht 
club and some gorgeous ban¬ 
yan trees. On nearby Beach 
Drive, cafes, bars and stores 
line the street.

Hosting Republican 
Convention. From

the area is rich in 
culture and diversity 


In a twist of irony, many 
of the visitors to August’s 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tion will travel between their 
hotels and the downtown 
event on a busy road named to 
honour President John F. Ken¬ 
nedy, who was very much a 
Democrat. 

Kennedy Boulevard, a gate¬ 
way to downtown from the 
west, was so named in 1964 
partially because of a special 
connection between Tampa 
and the 35th U.S. president. 
Kennedy had waved to massive 
crowds lining that road from 
an open-topped Lincoln Con¬ 
tinental on Nov. 18, 1963. The 
next time he rode in that car, 
four days later in a motorcade 
through downtown Dallas, he 
would be shot to death. 

A statue of JFK now 
stands at the present site 
of the University of 
Tampa, looking out 
over his eponymous 
thoroughfare.

In more modern history, as 
the Tampa Bay area grew up 
and Florida became a critical 
swing state, visits by sitting 
presidents have become rela¬ 
tively common, and Tampa 
has become a required cam¬ 
paign-trail stop for any can¬ 
didate who hopes to win over 
the many swing voters here. 

For visitors to the Aug. 
27-30 convention, there is 
plenty more to take in. 

Tampa’s former Latin quar¬ 
ter, Ybor (EE-bor) City, adjacent 
to downtown, was for the first 
half of the last century the 
cigar manufacturing capital 
of the world, with more than 
200 factories once lining the 
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narrow streets. That heritage 
is celebrated here, and still 
alive in the cigar shops mixed 
in among the bars and restau¬ 
rants in what is now a bustling 
entertainment district. 

In the so-called “Cigar 
City,” aficionados can put fire 
to a fine stogie rolled minutes 
before right in the window of 
one those Ybor City shops. 

Don’t fancy a cigar? Then 
how about a Cuban sandwich? 
That’s the other product that 
virtually synonym¬ 
ous with Tampa 




similarly 
interwoven into 
its history. 

A staple of the early immi¬ 
grant communities in Ybor 
City, the sandwich of ham, 
roasted pork, Swiss cheese, 
pickles and mustard on 
pressed Cuban bread remains 
a Tampa favourite, with many 
restaurants and sandwich 
shops claiming to have the 
best or most authentic version. 
(Like pizza, Cuban sandwiches 
are hardly ever bad, regardless 
of who makes them.) 

The area is expected to 
benefit directly from the con¬ 
vention to the tune of around 
$175 million, according to the 
host committee, and down 
the road it will attract poten¬ 
tial visitors from the millions 
of people watching it on TV 
around the world. The event 
will attract three times more 
media members than the 
Super Bowl, which Tampa has 
hosted four times. 

“It’s coverage that you 
can’t buy,” said Travis Claytor, 
spokesman for the area’s tour¬ 
ism bureau. “Every time they 
do a cut-away shot of the sky¬ 
line of downtown Tampa or 
the Tampa Bay Times Forum, 


or show beauty shots of the 
beaches and the attractions, 
that’s promoting the destina¬ 
tion like we’ve never been able 
to promote it before. This is 
an opportunity that has never 
come along before, and it’s 
priceless, to be honest with 
you.” 

Tampa will be the 
focus for conven¬ 
tion visitors, 
of course : 
with 


its big- 

city skyline, world- 
class aquarium, Busch 
Gardens theme 
park, Hard Rock 
Hotel & Casino, 
and the river¬ 
front arena 
where all the con¬ 
vention floor action will 
take place. But the area is what 
it is — cool and cosmopolitan 
enough to attract Super Bowls, 
NCAA Final Four tournaments 
and now, a political conven¬ 
tion — because of St. Peters¬ 
burg, Clearwater and the rest 
of what is collectively known 
as “Tampa Bay.” 

Visitors will do themselves 
a disservice if they don’t cross 
the bay and check out St. 
Petersburg’s stunning water¬ 
front downtown area, as well 
as the youthful vibe of Clear¬ 
water Beach. Some of the 
best white-sand beaches any¬ 
where are close by, too. Two 
of them — Fort DeSoto Park 
and Caladesi Island — have 
topped the list from Stephen 
P. Leatherman, a Florida Inter¬ 
national University professor 
dubbed “Dr. Beach” for his an¬ 
nual rankings of the nation’s 
best coastlines. 

Just north of Clearwater is 
Tarpon Springs, a small town 
established by Greek immi¬ 
grant sponge divers in the 
early 20th century whose des¬ 
cendants have worked hard to 
maintain the distinct Mediter¬ 


ranean flavour. The sponge 
docks now cater to tourists 
with a string of wonderful 
Greek restaurants, bakeries 
and gift shops. 

“It was 
pre¬ 


sented (to 
the RNC) as 
a complete 
area and all 
we have to 
offer,” said 
convention 
host commit¬ 
tee spokeswoman Aileen 
Rodriguez. “The community 
really came together to put 
the bid together and get it in. 
Now we’re excited about show¬ 
casing the whole area to the 
guests who are coming into 
Tampa Bay.” 

Delegates and other 
visitors will be utilizing ho¬ 
tels on both sides of the bay, 
with a network of as many 
as 400 buses shuttling them 
to and from the Tampa Bay 
Times forum for the four 
nights of the convention.

Use BBQ side burner

To beat the summer heat, 
Cushing uses her barbecue’s 
side burner to saute all the 
vegetables. For extra flavour, 
grill the corn, husked and on 
the cob, for a few minutes, 


then remove kernels and add 
to saute pan. 

1. In a large skillet with over 
medium-high heat, melt but¬ 
ter. Add onion, red pepper 
and jalapeno and saute for 4 
minutes, just to soften. Add 
garlic and saute for 1 minute. 

2. Add corn kernels, lima 
beans and tomatoes and re¬ 
duce to medium heat, season 
and cover. Cook until tender, 
7 to 10 minutes, until corn 
and lima beans are softened. 
If pan is dry before beans and 
corn are tender, add a couple 
of tablespoons of water. 

3. Season with salt and pep¬ 
per and add chopped cilantro

Tweeting tragedy turns into lesson 



Dreams dashed. 
Olympian’s story 
of social slip-up 
important for all 
hires to hear

After years of training and prep¬ 
aration, it took less than 140 
characters to dash Greek track 
athlete Voula Papachristou’s 
Olympic dreams. 

The young triple-jump 
champion was booted from the 
London 2012 Summer Olympic 
Games roster after she posted a 
tasteless tweet about Africans 
and the West Nile virus, spark¬ 
ing an uproar on social media. 

While only a select few get 


to be professional athletes and 
partake in the Olympics, this 
situation speaks to an issue that 
is common among all of us: so¬ 
cial media can have serious re¬ 
percussions for your career — a 
lesson that Papachristou is now 
learning the hard way. 

To be sure that you don’t 
have to endure the same les¬ 
son, Robert Half Division Direc¬ 
tor Chris Brady has some tips 


and advice for job seekers and 
young professionals using so¬ 
cial media. 

Remember your audience 

“Your social profile when 
you’re in college or university 
can be very different than what 
it should be when you’re out 
in the workforce,” says Brady. 
When you’re posting on so¬ 
cial media, it’s important to 


remember that you’re not on 
campus anymore. What you 
post, tweet and upload is avail¬ 
able to a much wider network 
of people than just your im¬ 
mediate network of friends. 
The web is much larger than 
that. Current and prospective 
employers are in that mix. 

Be aware of the impression 
that you make online, he says. 
Even though Iinlcedln is the 
‘Facebook of business,’ com¬ 
panies can still lurk around 
your other social networks to 
get a sense of who you are. 

Amp up your security 

If you’ve racked up years of un¬ 
flattering party photos or awk¬ 
ward high school banter that 
you’d rather your current or 
future boss not see, the easiest 
solution is to adjust your pri¬ 
vacy settings. 

Each social media site has 
help features to explain how to

share without sharing with the 
wrong people. Keeping your so¬ 
cial networks private is a quick 
way to manage your online 
brand if you don’t have time to 
professionalize your accounts. 

Pause before you post 

When you have a great tweet or 
status update, it can be tempt¬ 
ing to get it out to the cyber 
sphere as quickly as possible. 
But stop a moment and think. 
This message is potentially 
going out to more than just 
your network of friends so you 
better make sure that it is what 


you want to say. Check your 
spelling, check your grammar 
and, above all, check your con¬ 
tent. 

Brady says, if you’re post¬ 
ing something that employ¬ 
ers could find, ask yourself: 
“Would I stand up in a confer¬ 
ence room and make that com¬ 
ment?” If the answer is no, such 
as in the case of Papachristou’s 
tweet, then don’t hit send. 

Though you can delete posts 
off your feed or account, you 
can never fully erase them.

Raonic disposed of Viktor 
Troicld of Serbia 6-3, 6-4 on 
Tuesday, while fellow country¬ 
men Frank Dancevic and Vaselc 
Pospisil lost their matches. 

Raonic said he felt no un¬ 
usual pressure playing before 
his hometown crowd in To¬ 
ronto. 

“Obviously it’s a little bit 
different when you got on the 
court, but before the match I 
really didn’t change anything 
the way I would normally,” he 
said. 

The 21-year-old from Thorn¬ 
hill, Ont., appeared completely 
at ease as he recorded the first 
Rogers Cup victory in his short, 
rapidly rising career.

the 1976 Montreal Games. 

“That was the amazing 
thing,” said his coach Joel 
Skinner, a high school teacher 
in Sarnia. “He struggled with 
it, got over it, was determined, 
came back from it. He has 
come back from this lisfranc 


fracture to win an Olympic 
medal and a lot of people need 
to know about that because 
it’s just an amazing feat.” 

Drouin finished in a 
three-way tie with Britain’s 
Robert Grabarz and Qatar’s 
Mutaz Essa Barshim. All three 
cleared 2.29 metres without 
any misses then missed three 
attempts at 2.33 metres. 

Ivan Ulchov of Russia won 
the gold with a jump of 2.38 


metres while American Erik 
Kynard took silver with 2.33. 

Mike Mason of Nanoose 
Bay, B.C., was eighth with 
2.29, narrowly missing on one 
of his attempts at 2.33 metres 
that would have put him in 
the medals. 

Drouin, a three-time NCAA 
champion, suffered the injury 
in March 2011 when he plant¬ 
ed his right takeoff foot an 
odd way. The mid-foot injury 
results when the metatarsal 
bones are displaced. 

“My doctor made it very 
clear that if I was going to 
qualify (for London) it was go¬ 
ing to be very, very tight. The 
rehab was extensive, it was 
very long,” Drouin said. 
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Diving. Despatie 11th in 
fourth and final Olympics 


Ilya Zakharov of Russia scored 
104.50 points on his last dive 
to win the three-metre spring¬ 
board at the London Olym¬ 
pics, spoiling China’s bid to 
sweep all eight diving events. 

Zakharov totalled 555.90 
points in the six-round final 
Tuesday night. Qin Kai of 
China took the lead into the 
last round, but he settled for 
silver at 541.75.

Whitfield bows 
out of race after 
crash on bike 


Triathlon. Former 
gold medallist fails to 
finish competition in 
what could be his last 
Olympic appearance 


Simon Whitfield intended to 
throw a final haymaker in his 
fourth Olympic triathlon. He 
didn’t get beyond cocking his 
fist. 

Within seconds of getting 
onto his bike, the 37-year-old 
crashed spectacularly in a 
freak accident Tuesday at the 
London Games and couldn’t 
continue. 

Whitfield watched Britain’s 
Alistair Brownlee win gold 
from the medical tent while he 
received stitches in his toe and 
treatment for other assorted 
hurts. 

The Olympic champion of 
2000 and silver medallist of 
2008 may have been a medal 
longshot in London, but he’d 
invested heavily in one last go 
at the podium. 

Whitfield’s chin dropped to 



his chest while speaking of the 
time away from wife Jennie 
and their two young daughters 
Pippa Katherine and Evelyn. 

When he met with his 
family under the grandstand, 
he said five-year-old Pippa 
Katherine had a bouquet of 
maple leaves for him. 

“My breakdown moment 
was seeing my wife because I 
know how much Jennie puts 
into this and we’re a team and 
she’s put in so much sacrifice 
being at home a lot alone,” 


Whitfield said. “It was hard 
to see my daughter upset, my 
wife upset and I was pretty 
upset. That means it means 
something doesn’t it?” 

Spaniard Javier Gomez 
earned silver and Brownlee’s 
younger brother Jonathan 
took bronze. It wasn’t a ban¬ 
ner day for the Canadian team. 
Kyle Jones of Oakville, Ont., 
was disappointed in his 25th- 
place finish. Victoria’s Brent 
McMahon was 27th. 

Whitfield came out of the 
1.5-kilometre swim in the 
Serpentine in 15th. He hadn’t 
even got his bare feet into his 
shoes when he lost control of 
his bike coming off a speed 
bump. 

His bike wheels sledding 
sideways, the front wheel of 
competitor Leonardo Chacun 
made contact with the back 
of Whitfield’s bike. The Costa 
Rican was dashed against the 
pavement while Whitfield 
careened towards the metal 
crowd barrier to his left, even¬ 
tually falling as well with his 
bike cartwheeling in front of 
him.

Herdman eager to turn team focus to match vs. France 



Canadian women’s soccer 
coach John Herdman says his 
players have to pick them¬ 
selves up following their 
crushing Olympic semifinal 
loss to the United States. 

“These next days are going 
to be crucial,” Herdman said 
on a conference call Tuesday. 
“We can just minimize dis¬ 
tractions and be ready to get 
absolutely clear about achiev¬ 
ing the task and making the 
country proud by seeing that 
flag rise.” 

But the distractions con¬ 
tinued ahead of Thursday’s 
bronze-medal game with 
France as FIFA announced it is 
investigating comments made 


after Monday’s dramatic 4-3 
lost to the Americans. 

Canadian players, includ¬ 
ing captain Christine Sinclair, 
were critical of Norwegian 
referee Christiana Pedersen’s 
decisions. 

Sinclair, who scored all 
three of Canada’s goals, said 
moments after the final whis¬ 
tle that “the ref decided the re¬ 
sult before the game started.” 

A spokesman for the Can¬ 
adian Soccer Association said 
the team will not comment 
on the investigation until FIFA 
makes a decision. 

Herdman, meanwhile, is 
focusing on getting the team 
ready for France. 


“I’m frying not to give it 
any power or attention at this 
point until it becomes some¬ 
thing that affects the team, as 
in selections and tactical plan¬ 
ning,” said Herdman. 

The coach added he does 
not plan to talk to Sinclair 
about her comments. 

With Canada up 3-2 against 
the favoured Americans, Ped¬ 
ersen awarded an indirect 
free lack to the U.S. inside the 
18-yard box after Canadian 
goalkeeper Erin McLeod was 
penalized for holding on to 
the ball too long. 

The indirect kick resulted 
in Canada being called for a 
hand-ball infraction in the

When you think “hybrid,” im¬ 
ages of green fields, fluffy white 
bunnies and the Toyota Prius 
likely dance around in your in 
head. The Prius has spent most 
of its life in a categoiy of one, 
but a decade of success has also 


made it a sitting duck for com¬ 
panies such as Ford. 

But is the new 2013 C-MAX 
wagon a real Prius fighter 
where it counts, in terms of 
fuel consumption? Yes, if you 
compare it to the least thrifty 
Prius v, that is. Put head-to- 
head against the Prius v, it has 
about the same interior room 
and quite a bit more power. 

The C-MAX arrives this 
fall as Ford’s first dedicated 
hybrid brand, although it’s 
based on the automaker’s 
compact Focus architecture 
and has the same distance 
between the front and rear 


wheels and overall length as 
that model. But the C-MAX 
is more than 10 centimetres 
wider and 15 centimetres tall¬ 
er, making it ideal for hauling 
people and their gear. 

At an anticipated $27,500, 
including destination charges 
(which is slightly less than the 
Prius v’s base starting price) 
the base C-MAX SE comes with 
dual-zone climate control, 17- 
inch alloy wheels and seven 
airbags. The SEL adds leather 
seats (heated in front), 10-way 
power driver’s seat, rain-sens¬ 
ing wipers and satellite radio. 
On the option list is a hands¬ 


free back-up parking assist and 
a power liftgate that opens and 
closes by shaking your foot be¬ 
neath the bumper. 

There should be no short¬ 


age of converts to the C-MAX 
Hybrid’s way of life, with its 
easy-on-the-eyes appearance, 
practical nature and easy-on- 
the-wallet fueling intervals.

Common Issues 


Numerous Sienna owners 
have reported problems with 
the power sliding doors, so 
avoid a model equipped with 
them if possible. These typ¬ 
ically don’t last the life of the 
vehicle and will be expensive 
to repair if or when they fail. 

Check the paint for signs 
of chipping, scratching or 
rust. Some owners say they 
expected a tougher finish 
from their Sienna’s paint 
job. Check the dashboard 
for signs of cracking as well. 

On earlier models with 
the 3.3-litre engine, be sure 
to check for signs of oil 
smoke at startup or after a 
drive. Check the engine’s 
oil, noting its condition and 
level. Though rare, some 
owners have reported oil 
sludge problems. A model 
that’s had regular, high- 
quality oil changes is your 
best defense.

Racecar driver Shea Hol¬ 
brook didn’t grow up in a 
household locked into any 
type of car culture orbit. 
And not until five years or 
so ago did she even pine for 
any of the pavement pur¬ 
suits. 

Until then, her prime 
passion was being dragged 
around a lake by a boat, an 
activity sometimes called 
“competitive water skiing.” 

So what happened? Why 
did she trade her skis for a 
helmet and a fire-retardant 
racing suit? 

Why is there currently 
a race-prepped 2012 Honda 
Civic Si HFP with her name 
on it, and currently sitting 
in third place in her class 
(Touring Car) on the SCAA 
World Challenge Pro Racing 
circuit? 

When she was 16, Hol¬ 
brook and her father de¬ 
cided to take in the Richard 


Petty Experience, where 
NASCAR fans get behind 
the wheel of a race car for a 
day. After that she switched 
gears, so to speak. 

“I’m a huge adrenaline 
junkie,” says Holbrook, add¬ 
ing that car racing gives her 
what she needs, and is un¬ 
like anything else out there 
when it comes to adrenaline 
production. 

“When I put my racing 
suit on, I have to calm my¬ 
self down. It’s all about the 
thrill.” 

We’re chatting under a 
temporary tent at the Niag¬ 
ara Drive Centre, which is 
more or less the back run¬ 
ways of the Niagara Inter¬ 
national Airport. 

Holbrook is here to take 
journalists out for a ride 
in her race-prepped Civic, 
as part of a press event for 
the new Civic Si HFP. The 
Florida native’s race car is 
campaigned by Toronto- 
based Compass 360Racing. 

It’s easy to see why Hon¬ 
da Canada, SCCA racing, her 
team and her sponsors are 
eager for her to meet the 
media. She’s a well-spoken, 
engaging ambassador for 
her racing partners, for ra¬ 
cing in general, and for her 
gender. 


She knows she’s getting 
attention for being a young 


female in a male-dominated 
sport, but she also com¬ 


pletely understands that 
attention and/or gender 


won’t make her car go any 
faster. 

“The cool thing about car 
racing is that the car doesn’t 
know the gender of the driv¬ 
er, or how tall or how short 
they are,” she said. 

“It’s one of the few sports 
where women and men can 
go head to head. It comes 
down to who is smarter, 
who is more talented, who 
has the experience, who is 
more determined, who is 
one with the race car.” 

And she’s more than will¬ 
ing to pay her dues. 

“I like the fight. A lot of 
people say (female drivers) 
have to overcome all these 
obstacles and struggles. I 
don’t like it when people 
say they’re in a struggle. If 
it’s your passion you don’t 
really look at it like a strug¬ 
gle. Everyone has obstacles 
to overcome, to get to where 
you want to be.” 

She says that success in 
motorsports is particularly 
hard to come by, so a little 
extra obstacle to overcome 
here and there along your 
career might actually be 
useful — to harden and 
sharpen the resolve.

Fraudsters yet another reason to keep eyes on road 



If hefty fines, possible demerit 
points and the fact you are 
three times more likely to be 
involved in a collision if you are 
texting aren’t enough to make 
you think twice about driving 
distracted, perhaps this will. 

Apparently police are not 
the only ones watching for you 
to take your attention away 
from the road. Insurance fraud¬ 
sters are known to pounce at 
the opportunity to convert 
your lack of attention into their 
windfall by purposely causing a 
collision at the exact moment 
you are distracted. 

Here’s one example of how 
this crime is orchestrated: A 


vehicle loaded with numerous 
occupants pulls in front of a 
target vehicle. A passenger in 
the front vehicle watches be¬ 
hind for the target driver to 
be distracted. A diversion like 
answering a phone, texting 
or reaching back to return a 
child’s toy can provide the op¬ 
portune moment for the fraud¬ 
ster to slam on the brakes, leav¬ 
ing the target driver little time 
to react. 

In some cases, a second 
vehicle — part of the fraud 
— pulls alongside the target 
vehicle, boxing it in, so there’s 
no room to swerve and avoid 
rear-ending the lead vehicle 


when it suddenly stops. 

In either scenario, the in¬ 
nocent driver rear-ends the 
fraudster’s vehicle and could 
end up being seriously hurt. 
At the very least, the inno¬ 
cent driver will be handed a 
traffic ticket and deemed at 
fault, according to the com¬ 
mon traffic rules. 

Depending on the per¬ 
son’s previous driving record, 
this could mean higher insur¬ 
ance rates when the policy 
is renewed. Meanwhile, the 
fraudster and his or her pas¬ 
sengers — and there’s usually 
three or four in the vehicle — 
all claim for unnecessary and 


expensive health treatments. 

According to Ken Lindhar- 
dsen, vice-president of claims 
for Desjardins General Insur¬ 
ance Group, staged collisions 
are a large component of this 
type of fraud. Criminals can 
stage collisions in many dif¬ 
ferent ways and a single event 
can result in tens and even 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in fraudulent claims. 

“These activities not only 
put innocent people in jeop¬ 
ardy, but also result in in¬ 
creased costs to every driver 
with an insurance policy,” 
says Lindhardsen.

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The Elantra GT: Why hatchbacks 
rule, and small sedans drool

Historically North Americans 
have looked down at the 
hatchback, with the notion 
that it’s just a low-rent vehicle 
genre intended solely for 
downtrodden folk that can’t 
get into a sedan. 

Of course that’s just stinkin 
thinkin. Hatchbacks are cool. 

In many markets around 
the world, notably Europe, 
the hatchback is universally 
embraced as the best way to 
configure a smallish-car. Not 
surprisingly then, when Hyun¬ 
dai wanted to break into Europe 
big-time back in 2007, it did so 
with a hatchback — the clever 
and competent i30 hatchback 
conceived and engineered at 
the automaker’s newly opened 
tech centre in Germany. 

A version of that genera¬ 
tion i30 made its way to North 
America as the station wagon 
known as Elantra Touring, 
selling alongside the fourth- 
generation Elantra sedan, 
which was, and is, built on 
a different and more North 
American-centric platform. 

A new-generation i30 has 
just been introduced to Korea 
and Europe. This time around 
Hyundai decided to give us an 


i30-based hatchback instead 
of a station wagon. 

Michael Ricciuto is Hyundai 
Canada’s main product plan¬ 
ner. At a recent event designed 
to show off the GT, he told us 
the vehicle is definitely Euro¬ 
centric. “What you see here 
is veiy much a design for the 
European market.” 

About the only major dif¬ 
ference between European 
and Canadian versions is the 
rear suspension. The i30’s 
multi-link rear suspension 
has been swapped for a more 
conventional torsion beam 
system. Ricciuto said this was 
done to keep the GT’s cost and 
weight down, and provide the 
GT with a slightly more com¬ 
fortable ride. 

The i30’s sporty steering 
feel was retained by giving 
GT drivers a Driver Selectable 
Steering Mode (DSSM) sys¬ 
tem, which allows drivers to 
switch to comfort, normal or 
sport “steering input” modes. 
In the past Hyundai tailored 
the input for each region, but 
from now on, it’s just going to 
give us this selectable system. 
I don’t know anybody that 
wouldn’t leave it on “sport,” 
which adds to the GT’s already 
great road manners. It’s defin¬ 
itely a cut above the Elantra 
sedan and coupe in terms of 
road handling and fun. 

The GT has the same 
powertrain as all Elantras, 
namely the 148-hp, 1.8-litre 
formatted to either a 6-speed 
manual or 6-speed auto¬ 




matic. So like its siblings, the 
GT offers a great balance be¬ 
tween engine power and fuel 
efficiency. Our automatic 
test vehicle is rated at an 
excellent 7.3 L/100 1cm (city) 
and 5.0 L/100 1cm (highway). 

Another class topper is in¬ 
terior and cargo space. In the 
rear, I found knee room to 
spare, and could comfortably 
slide my feet under the front 
seats. The rear seats also of¬ 
fer lots of thigh support. 

The rear seatbaclcs fold 
forward flat, but only if you 
first flip the seat cushions for¬ 
ward. Do that and you open 
up more than 1,440 litres of 
available cargo space, which 
betters classmates like Maz- 
da3, Ford Focus, Toyota Ma¬ 
trix and VW Golf. Only the 
Subura Impreza has more

(1,485 litres).

Speed-freaks, get ready to rev your engine 



Twist the key in the 2013 
Ford Shelby GT500’s ignition, 
and it burbles startlingly to 
life after that extra second of 
cranking that says something 
angry is about to wake up. 

It announces itself with 
a drawn-out snort accented 
by popping and crackling as 
spent fuel fills its big-bore ex¬ 
haust and fist-sized tailpipes. 

It’s largely what you’d ex¬ 
pect from the most powerful 
production V8 on the road. 
Ford’s new 5.8-litre unit 
has an Eaton supercharger 
the size of a Civic’s engine 
jammed between a set of 
cylinder heads as wide as 
Brock Lesnar. 

Output levels smash any 
number of exotics costing 
three or four times as much. 
There’s no more powerful 
production V8 on the road. 
It’s 662 horsepower, if you’re 
wondering. 

Putting these to work is 
an experience unparalleled in 
its ability to put drivers into a 


world of fearsome, nearly-ter¬ 
rifying acceleration and noise. 

Easing off of the sensitive, 
grabby clutch with just a few 
revs on the tachometer caus¬ 
es the GT500 to leap ahead as 
if its leash were being held 
too tightly. Even a slight re¬ 
duction in clutch-pedal pres¬ 
sure transmits enough torque 
rearwards to scrub the tires. 

Stand on the right-most 
pedal, and the nose lifts 
sharply as the rear-end squats 
and squirms about for trac¬ 
tion. The acceleration squeez¬ 
es the air from your lungs 
right away, and the rocket- 
booster levels of thrust could 
make your favourite church¬ 
going aunt drop an f-bomb 
before the supercharger even 
gets into its game. 

All the while, the rumbling 
exhaust sounds flood and sat¬ 
urate the cabin thickly, over¬ 
lapped by a sharp “zing” from 
the twin-screw blower as it 
comes into play about halfway 
to the 7,000 RPM redline. 


There’s no lag. No waiting 
for a turbo to kick in. No an¬ 
ticipation of a trick variable 
valve timing system to ramp 
up engine power. Hammer 
down, and the GT500 simply 
blasts toward the horizon, 


steadily and linearly, im¬ 
mediately sucking occupants 
into their seats. It’s as if the 
gas pedal is attached to one 
end of a pulley system that 
connects the Shelby with the 
horizon ahead. 


So, it’s fast as all bloody 
hell. And much of the ex¬ 
perience is wasted on roads 
with speed limits. You’ll wish 
the 360 km/h speedometer 
and tachometer had demerit 
points and dollar signs, in¬ 


stead of velocities and revs. 

But for speed-freaks and 
bragging-rights enthusiasts, 
it’s a shoclc-and-awe display 
of American firepower not to 
be missed.

Cars are more complex than 
they’ve ever been, especially 
when they need repair. 

That can be a concern, es¬ 
pecially for older drivers who 
may worry about overchar¬ 
ging or unnecessary repairs. 

Finding and sticking with 
a good shop is your best de¬ 
fense, says Pam Oakes, an auto 
technician and owner of Pam’s 
Motor City Automotive in Fort 
Myers, Fla. 

“Use word of mouth,” she 
says. 

“Ask your friends, ask your 
coworkers, ask your family 
where they go.” 

When you first visit a shop, 
especially if it hasn’t been rec¬ 
ommended by someone you 
know, start small. 

“Get your oil changed and

see how they handle that,” says

Oakes says it’s because 
some set quotas or pay their 
service writers commission 
for the work they bring in. 
It might also be an inexperi¬ 
enced technician’s error. 


What to do 


• If your car makes a strange 
sound or does something 
odd, describe it to the shop. 
Don’t try to diagnose the 
problem yourself. 


• Beware of shops advertis¬ 
ing very low prices. There 
may be extra fees or labour 


charges buried in the fine 
print. 


• Ask to go on the road test 
with the technician so you 
can point out the sound or 
problem that you're experi¬ 
encing.
